But Mr. Stimson. as secretary of -war, 
is bound to present the facts, and It Is 
well that he should do so for f.ie bene- 
fit of those who wish to know the real 
causes of army vice and to 
lay 
the 
blame at the right doors. 


And tlie blame very obviously lies at 
the doors of those who supposed that 
the soldier could be discouraged from 
drinking by tho simple expedient 
of 
sending him from the barracks, where 
he could be supervised and restrained, 
to the Infamous dives outside the bar- 
racks, where he could be neither super- 
vised nor restrained. 
That a few pious 
women by the mere force of clamor 
fh°uld be able to regulate the 'barrack 
me of soldiers and to enforce their 
own will against experience and prud- 
ence is one of the marvels of our civ- 
ilization. 


If' It were less serious It would-be 
laughable. .But It Is .not laughable -that 
a small number'of ''reformers" 'should 
stand sovobstinately as' a' Carrier .be- 
tween the. soldier "and 
his 
protection 
from the most degraded bodily ills. • 
Mr. S'.imson tells us that he has per- 
sonally visited 49 of the army posts. In 
every Instance he found a nest of vile 
and filthy dives just bevond the reser- 
vation gates, laid and baited as traps 
for the damnation of tho soldier 
found, upon Inquiry, that certain un- 
mftntlorfjable 
diseases 
were 
claiming 
more victims In the American army fian 
all other Important diseases combined 
more victims than In any oth«r army 
In civilization. 
. : 
And Mr. Stimson has no doubt as to 
the cause for this cruel and abominable 
state of things. 
He tells us that It Is 
due to the abolition of the canteen and 
to the fact ttiat a maiden-aunt legis- 
lation has driven the soldier Into these 
dens of iniquity where alcohol is the 
very least of the evils that await him, 
In the old days the soldier drank beer 
In the army canteen, and presumably 
It was good beer. He had neither the 
temptation nor the opportunity to drink 
to excess, and still leas to .debauch him- 
self. 


Lteft to himself and treated as a hu- 
man being, his natural tendencies would 
lead him to do neither the one nor the 
other. "And It may bo said Incidentally 
tllat the soldier has as good a right- to 
drink a glass of beer aa to eat his din- 
ner, and as good a right as a woman 
has to c-rlnk a cup of tea. To say that 
he shall not drink a glass of beer In 
barracks has no other effect than to 
send him straight to the fllves that are 
thus invited to collect around -tho res- 
ervation gates and that are no less than 
miniature hells In the variety of moral 
and physical damnation that they' dis- 
pense. 


Mr. Stimson has said no moro than his 
predecessors, and probably he ha» s»ld 
It Just as fruitlessly. 
It Is one of the 
disheartening- mysteries of our civiliza- 
tion that -a small organization of clam- 
orous -prejudices and Ignorances can out- 
weigh In influence the careful voice of 
prudent experience, and that It is aDle 
to coerce a governmental authority that 
remains unmoved alike by demonstrated 
fact and by the warnings of knowledge, 
and Intelligence. But It Is Just as well 
to -place upon record that the debauch- 
ery of the soldier Is due far less to liim- 
Bolf than to tho social pieties that are 
mentally unable either .to see things-as 
they are or to Interpret them in the light 
of reason..

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The Futility of Spiritual Phenomena. 


" The messages from the spirit world which Professor James 


Hyslop alleges he has received from the late William James illus- 
trate the futility of all such communications. Their puerility 
repels common sense. I£ the inhabitants of the spirit world have 
nothing better to communicate, why communicate at all? Taken 
together all the messages thus far received from the dead have 
not added one iota to the sum of human knowledge. Lack of 
definite purpose, ordinary intelligence even, is the distinguishing 
mark of the alleged revelations the dead make to the living. The 
phenomena of spiritism is puzzling, often baffling, but the results 
are beneath contempt. The mystery with which spirit mediums 
surround themselves and their seances affords opportunities for 
fraud that are frequently utilized by unscrupulous persons who 
play upon credulity and superstitious fancy for profit. 


We cannot understand how the thing is done, but what is done 


is so pointless, so worthless from a practical point of view, that 
the sincere investigator turns from it in disgust. The air of 
illusion disappears when the messages are examined in the cold 
light of reason. When we emerge from the atmosphere of 
necromancy we have nothing tangible for our pains. We wonder 
at the mediums selected by persons of great learning1 and intellect 
to communicate inconsequential chatter to the living. We wonder 
if learning and intellect die with the body. 


William James was a scholar of renown who diligently investi- 


gated the phenomena of spirtism during life, but what he com- 
municated to Professor Hyslop might be the utterances of a 
parrot as -well as a message from the spirit arcana. It is astound- 
ing that a sensible, discriminating man should have given such 
balderdash to the public or take it into serious consideration. 


As to the realities behind the surface phenomena presented at 


spiritual seances we have no opinion to offer. Frankly we do not 
know. We view the subject with an open mind; and, moreover, 
we realize that a vast number of conscientious, intelligent people 
believe in spiritism and are firmly convinced that the spirits of 
the dead do communicate with the living. * It is not our purpose 
to disturb that belief or to deride it. It has an appealing side 
and addresses itself to the tenderest and holiest affections of the 
human heart. Nevertheless, it is not amiss to point out the 
unsatisfactory character of the communications which have thus 
far come from the spirit world. Even believers in spiritism are 
compelled to admit that many of the alleged communications 
are spurious; also that may charlatans are duping the credulous 
with alleged spiritual phenomena. Numberless frauds engaged 
in this business have been exposed, and many of the socalled 
phenomena of spiritualism have been demonstrated to be mere 
sleight-of-hand trickery or other devices contrived by human 
agency to deceive and give the impression of occult mani- 
festation. 


s> Putting all this aside3 however, and weighting spiritism by 


its results, it is'astounding what a small kernal of wheat there is 
in the mountain of chaff. The cheat so overshadows the grain 
that'it gives an air of imposture to the whole. We grasp at the 
things of the unseen world and get only the straws of this world 
—stuff and nonsense and little else. It leaves us as ignorant as 
we were before. It gives no key to the solution of the mystery 
of life and death, and, saddest of all, it involves the speculative 
mind in a mass of vulgar imposture and mercenary intrigue, 
humbug and charlatanism, that prompts one to turn in disgust 
from a field of investigation so beset with frauds and illusions 
created by human ingenuity to mystify and delude. 


What a comfort one clear, pure note from the spirit world 


would be! The intermediaries between the living and the dead are 
the most astonishing feature of the whole business. To say the 
least, they do not inspire respect, much less confidence. Their 
methods smack too strongly of the juggler's tricks to appeal con- 
vincingly to the reflecting mind. And then the results are so 
hopelessly barren. 


Political Hybridization Will Not Do. 


Frank Munsey's scheme to reconstruct a hybrid Republican 


party by piecing together the elephant and the bull moose is not 
meeting with great favor. It is a freak proposition. Mr. Munsey 
would create and bind together organizations going in opposite 
directions. He forgets that political parties are formed, not by 
agreement of a- few individuals, but in response to the desire of 
large bodies of citizens to achieve certain objects and promote 
certain principles. Leaders do not form parties, but are devel- 
oped by parties. Parties are developed by radical differences of 
opinion respecting principles and policies. 


" The object of winning elections is to give effect to the aims of 


the body of voters holding a common view. The Republican 
party was not formed to beat the Democrats merely; it was 
organized to promote certain principles and policies. The defeat 
of the Democrats was incidentally necessary to carrying out the 
aims of the Republican party. 
* 


The Bull Moose or Progressive party was formed to punish 


the Republican party for refusing to nominate Theodore Roose- 
velt for a third term and accept a new set of leaders owing allegi- 
ance to him personally rather than to the interests of the nation 
at large. A set of principles was formulated subsequently to 
justify a political movement-purely personal in character, and to 
afford standing room for those who were called to its banner. 
This set of.principles are, as was natural, diametrically opposed 
to the traditional doctrines of the Republican party. Mr. Munsey 
now proposes'to'harmonize violent contradictions and piece them 
together.. To accomplish what purpose? To defeat the Demo- 
crats. 


Such a hybrid organization would have - no high object to 


achieve and would fail m its efforts to wrest political supremacy 
from the Democrats. The spoils of office would be its only bond 


" of cohesion—both sides would be compelled to sacrifice so much 


that the patchwork left would command neither respect nor 
loyalty. Hunger for office is not a lasting bond of union, and it 
is not inviting to public confidence. The queer compound of 
monopoly and Socialism that George W. Perkins and Frank M. 
Munsey stood financially responsible for during the recent cam- 
paign has nq permanent Quality, and it cannot be hybridized with 
the try* principles of the Republican party. The Republican party 
M ft party ol principle it it is anything. If it abandon its princi- 
ffes, it has no excuse for further existence.

since the prosecution he instituted against the publishers of the 
New York World and the Indianapolis News on a charge of libeling 
the government was declared by the Federal Courts to be without 
warrant of law. He was offended with the New York World and 
the Indianapolis News because of articles they published relative 
to his dealings in the matter of the Panama canal. He assumed 
that he was the government of the United States and instructed 
His attorney-general to have the publishers prosecuted. 


Judge Anderson (who presided at the recent trial of thfc 'dyna- 


miters) decided that the government could not be libeled, where- 
upon Roosevelt called him a crook and an ass. The Colonel 
understood the decision as a denial of his assumption that he was 
the Government of the United States, which it was, and hence 
has been extremely bitter on judges ever since. 


More recently the Supreme Court of Idaho rendered a de- 


cision contrary to the Colonel's wishes, and he has issued a 
demand that the judges who rendered .the decision be recalled. 
There is no recall provision in the Idaho law, but the Colonel wants 
the judges recalled anyhow. They have gone contrary to his 
wishes, and are therefore unfit to hold office.

He says that on 
a main street of the city he met Fred 
Hollis. 
He had known Hollis. he 


claims, in New York as a gambler and 
a crook and had worked for him as 
a lookout in gambling joints, hnd in- 
I'eigled young men into his place and 
matched them being given knockout 
drops. He told Constable Harris that 
ivhen he met Hollis he accompanied 
the other on a trolley ride to Golden 
Gate park and later went 
to 
the 


beach. 
He said he told Hollis that 


he wanted to "be straight, although the 
other offered some similar employ- 
ment to that he held in the metropo- 
lis.

New York Grand Jury Resumes 


Inquiry Into Incendiary 


Fires. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21. — With 
the 


grand jury, the district attorney and the 
fire commissioner at the heels of the flrs 
hugs and others comprising Xew York's 
"arson trust," the number of incendiary 
fires kindled in the city has fallen from 
81 per -week in January, 1912, to 37 a 
week this year, according to estimates by 
the flis commissioner today 
The total 


number of fires in the city shows a still 
more marked decrease, from 326 a week 
last January to 147 in 1913. 
When the grand jury resumed its ses- 


sion today further indictments against 
al'eged members of the "trust" were ex- 
pected.

French Scientist's Lamp to Be 


Worked by Tiny 


Battery. 


PARIS,

French scientist, who has discovered a 
means for the production of what he 
terms "cold light" made public yester- 
day some details of his discovery, which 
It is thought may revolutionize electric 
lighting. 


Starting on the principle that rest is as 


essential to matter as to animal organ- 
ism, 
he has constructed an electric lamp, 


in which the light Is concentrated on a 
single point by filaments working suc- 
| cessively; thence the Ihjht is projected 


I through a lens magnifying 
a thousand 


fold. Thus he has succeeded in concen- 
trating a 2000 candle power light on one 
point and in passing 32 volts into an 
eight-volt lamp, which with the ordinary 
light would burst 


Experiments with this lamp have es- 


tablished that the new light absolutely 
is without danger, as no heat is given 
off and it requires a hundred times less 
current than the ordinary lamp. It can 
be Tvorkefl by a tlnv battery, or sufficient 
motive power can be obtained from a jet 
of water from an ordinary faucet, or 
even a squirrel turning a case. 


The light, It is said, offers great ad- 


vantages in photography, as Its photo- 
genic power is four times that of the 
magnesium flashlight. It has been tried 
with great success in the Biarritz Light- 
bouse and M. Dussaud is working on Its 
application to searchlights for the minis- 
try of war.

This outlined for 1912 the grading 
of the grounds and establishment ot nur- 
series, tree planting, etc ; for 1913, the 
construction of all buildings; for 1914, the 
ornamentation of the grounds, finishing 
drives and walks, planting of grasses, 
vines, etc 
To this program there has 


been strict adherence 
At this time the 


grading is nearly finished, and work has 
begun on the Electricity building, one 
of the largest of the central group or dis- 
play structures. In a few weeks the erec- 
tion of the Mines and Mining and the 
Machinery building will bo under way, 
and plans for tha others are being given 
final revision. 


In no department has sloth marked the 


San Diego enterprise. Miles of drives were

SIMILAR ACTIVITY. 


In the horticultural division there has 


been simllai activity. Over 100,000 elms, 
chrubs and plants, of wide variety have 
been planted on exposition grounds and 
park, and In the mammoth nurseries are 
1,500,000 specimens of plant life gathered 
from all over the world. All the neces- 
sary administrative buildings were erect- 
ed and put In use. The administration 
building, from which all departmente of 
work Is directed, came first. A wood- 
working mill was established, from which 
has been turned out thousands of boxes 
for tho nurseries and toe forms for the 
great bridge. Service buildings, housing 
the mules used on the grounds, and pro- 
viding storage for supplier, were erected. 
A large restaurant for employes, with 
sleeping quarters nearby, constitute a 
feature about the grounds. Instead of 
large bunkhouees, email ones were erect- 
ed, each containing four berths. This ar- 
rangement permits greater privacy, and 
has resulted In tho choice of congenial 
"bunk partners," avoiding the 
friction 


nearly always attendant upon great bunk 
houses, where probably 100.m^n sleep to 
the same room. The sanitary advantages 
and the healthfulness of such an arrange- 
ment IB apparent. 


Last, but not unimportant, is the hos- 


pital. Although many tons of dynamite 
were used on the grounds during the 
grading operations, no accident, except 
of the most Incidental 
character, 
oc- 


curred. 
Providing for the possibility ol 


serious accidents when the erection of 
buildings began, a hospital building was 
erected and opened 
during 
December, 


1912, 
with trained physicians and sur- 


geons and nurses In attendance. These 
will care for alllnjured employes during 
the construction period and look after the 
emergency cases during the 
exposition 


year. During that year the service build- 
Ings will become head<iuarters ot tho 
exposition street cleaning 
and 
repair 


forces. Tho hospital Is fully equipped with 
every surgical appliance, of tho latest and 
most approved type, and la perfectly san- 
itary and modern. It, contains two wards, 
each equipped with a dozen bede. 


Many previous expositions 
of 
large 


magnitude have been marred by Incom- 
pleteness on the opening date. San Diego 
vowed that her celebration of the open- 
ing of th Panama Canal, on January 1, 
1915, should and must be complete In 
every respect on that date, and this de- 
termination IB the spur that is driving tho 
preparation of tho exposition with the ut- 
most energy.

only further obstructed her sight. 


Miss Miller realized that unless she got 


instant control of the machine she would 
be killed. 
She volplaned, although hav- 


ing no idea of her direction. 
Soon she 


heard a shout from one of the spectators. 
After maneuvering slowly, and aided by 
shouts from the field, she landed. 


It was some time before she could see 


after her ejes had been -washed out. She 
retained her nerve until after leaving the 
aeroplane.

21. — If David Belasco gives nis per- 
mission, David Warfield will appear soon 
at the Hearst Greek theater in his own 
Interpretation of Shylock in "The Mer- 
chant of Venice." 
Overtures have been 
made to Warfield. who comes here soon 
from Portland in "The Return of Peter 
Grimm." by Professor William Dallam 
Armes, head of the music and dramatic 
committee. 
Professor Armes has written to War- 
field as follows: 
"My Dear Mr. Warfield: For 40 years 
'The Merchant of Venice,' as written by 
Shakespeare, was not played on 
the 
English stage, its place being taken by 
ft version called 'The Jew of Venice," by 
Lord Lansdowne, in which Shylock was 
played as a low comedy part. At length 
IB 1741. an Irish actor, Charles Mack- 
lln, restored the original text, played 
Shylock as a tragic character and drew 
from Pope the 
admiring 
Impromptu 
epigram: 
" 'This is the Jew 
That Shakespeare drew." 
"Macklln did more. 
He 
established 
the tradition concerning the Interpre- 
tation of the character that has 
been 
adhered to ever since. But was the last 
word spoken nearly 200 years ago. when 
race prejudice was so much stronger 
than at present? Isn't the time ripe for 
an Interpretation that shall 
emphasize, 
the gentler, more human side of the I 
character? 
"Some of us think so, and that you 
are the man to establish the 20th cen- 
tury tradition. 
And where could you 
do It more appropriately than here. In 
your old home, among those who are 
proud to claim you and Mr. Belasco as 
fellow 
Callfornlans? 
At the. 
Greek 
theater Miss Maude Adams made her 
first appearance as Rosalind and Miss 
Margaret AngHn her first as Antigone; 
on behalf of the musical and dramatic 
committee of the University of Califor- 
nia I take pleasure in inviting you to 
add to its glory by making your first 
appearance as Shylock on 
Its 
stage, 
stipulating only that the 
performance 
shall take place while the university Is 
In session that our students and faculty 
may witness what we feel confident will 
be an epoch-making production. Tours 
very sincerely. WILLJAM D. ARMES." 
WARFIELD PLEASED WITH IDEA. 
Warfield, who is In Portland, said: 
"Nothing would 
give 
me 
greater 
pleasure' than to present the character 
of Shylcck at the- magnificent open air 
theater at Berkeley in accordance with 
Professor 
Armes' 
proposition. 
and 
strangely enough I have really thought 
of the 'matter before and talked it over 
with David Belasco In New York. 
I 
am now in communication with Mr. Bel- 
asco, -who is still in New York, to learn 
if he would ba able to make the trip 
to Berkeley to produce the play, as I 
So not wish to present it without his 
co-operation. 
"I have been studying the character 


of Shylock for a number of years. The 
acceptance of the 
proposition largely 
depends upon Mr. Belasco's being able 
to journey to California and his seour- 
dng an organization for the different 
roles of the play. I have suggested that 
It might be, a good idea to engage some
